>>I don't have addresses, but the Akabari (spelling?) district is where you 
>want 

>>to go. It is the electronics area, with perhaps hundreds of electronics 
>>shops and at least 10 Ham shops within a a square mile or so. WHen you get 
>>there just ask a shopkeeper to circle the ham places on a map. Have fun. 


>The name of the place is Akihabara, also known as "The Electric City". It's 
>about three stops north of Tokyo station on the JR line. A few things to 
>know in advance: 


>1. All of the JR station signs around Tokyo have romaji characters, so an 
> English speaking person can find their way around. 


If you get there from Tokyo station, you can use the Yamanote line, Keihin- 
Tohokku line. It will take few minetes. I believe(I hope) the Japanese 
police officer in Tokyo can speak English and will help you. You can see 
them everywhere in the city. 


>3. The big ham radio stores are pretty obvious, although you'll find the 
> bargains in the smaller stores that don't advertise in CQ Ham Radio. 


Usually, the salesmen in the big stores can speak English; however, the 
salesmen in the small shops may not be able to speak English. 


>4. The standard Akihabara discount is about 20% off list. 
You can negotiate the price there. 


>5. A little Japanese will go a long way. In particular, learn some basic 
> buying and bargaining words. 


I used to do that to buy something cheap from my home 200 miles away! 

You should be carefull that the frequency range for HAM is different from 
that in other countries. For example in 2m band in JA, 144-146 only, in 
A30MHzband, 430-440 only. In addition, repeaters are not allowed in 2m band 
in JA, so 2m rigs don't have tx offset.

: KL>I have recently purchased the RS HTX-202 HT, and use it with the 
: KL>supplied NiCd battery pack (7.2 vdc). 


: KL>When the battery gets low (typically during a session of full-power 

: KL>transmitting), the BATT indication comes on the display. This is 

: KL>normal. However, if transmit operation is attempted, the rig will 

: KL>turn itself off within a second or two. In other words, the rig provides 
: KL>essentially zero warning of low BATTery condition, before further 

: KL>transmit is inhibited. 


Another quirk about this radio, when the battery dies, the audio quits 
but it continues to send a carrier, even when unkeyed, until turned off 
or another power source is applied (i.e., via DC jack.)

15 minutes from LAX. I don't have the Jun's 800 number here, but you

>I did the mod by cutting the green wire that was shorting pads 13, 
>then removed both batteries for 15 mins then replaced the batteries 
>and powered the rig up while holding up & down arrow keys. This 
>cleared all memories, but had no effect on the frequencies received! 
> 
>Was the green wire the wrong one? What have I done wrong? 


Green wire? What green wire? Pads 13 should have been shorted by a blob 
of solder, not wire unless Yaesu has changed things VERY recently. The 
pads are separately by only about 1/2-mm. 


Suggest you reconnect that little green wire and make sure the instructions 
you have are for mod'ing the FT-530 and not some other radio. Of all the 


530 mods that I have read, I don't believe any mentioned a green wire. 


Removing the batteries is not required. Just do the ‘hold both arrow 
buttons while powering up'-trick. This tells the CPU to reread the pad 
settings and configure accordingly.
